SALE referred numerous times 
to the Bible and in general spoke in terns of religious 
fervor, and never specifically mentioned any organization 
or organizational attachments. HALE* a primary object was 
to alert BURDEN apparently to the fact that the end of the 
world was coming. 


BIMJEH noted at his last visit at HALE * © home 
that HALE maintains a list of phone numbers, and he 
specifically noted that one of the numbers was that of 
retired General EBY7XN A. WALKER at Dallas.

IMKTSN advised HALE is currently working a late shift 
at the SStmaeco Corporation as a tool and die maker. 

MSS0R6VS lives on H, W. 26th and has phone number E3A 5-0012. 

BALE'S recorded conversations showed interest 
in activities of the MP m3 reflected receipt of an 
invitation from aa unknown Individual to attend a meeting 
of the AKP in Dallas on 5/8/6S. HALE also stated that a 
Baptist preacher, CAN (U9B) , pastor of the Bonnie Brae 
Baptist Church, Fort worth, was a "staunch conservative” 
and might be inclined to meet with them. 

BSUSGROflB's conversation evinced as interest in 
attending the ANP meeting ia Dallas on 5/8/65, to which he 
bad also received an invitation.

Reference is made to a memorandum captioned as 
above, dated May 14, 1965 at Tampa, Florida. 

The "St. Petersburg Times", St. Petersburg, Florida, 
May 17, 1965 issued, reported that on May 16, 1965, an audience 
of about 400 persons heard former Major General EDWIN A. WALKER 
speak in St. Petersburg, and attack the American government, 
criticize Presidents TRUMAN, EISENHOWER, KENNEDY and JOHNSON, 
the United Nations, U. S. foreign and domestic policies and 
the nation's press. 

The "Times" reported that WALKER was sponsored in 
St. Petersburg by the " Patriotic Ed u cat i onal, . Society of 
Flor ida" and that the meeting was presided over by Miss VORA 
MAUDE SMITH. Mrs. FLORENCE DEAN POST, according to the 
article, introduced WALKER.

The "Clearwater Sun", Clearwater, Florida, May 17, 
1965 issue, reported that on the night of May 16, 1965, 
former Major General EDWIN A. WALKER spoke in Clearwater 
to approximately 300 persons. The "Sun" reported that WALKER 
was introduced by Dr. .FRANCIS C. HOARE and that the Rev. 

ROMAN S. GROMALA, pastor of St. Jerome Catholic Church, gave 
the invocation.

The "Sunstate News", St. Petersburg, Florida, week 
of May 20 to May 26, 1965, reported that Major General 
EDWIN A. WALKER (U.S.A. Ret.) told an audience estimated at 
350 persons at the Scottish Rite Hall/ St. Petersburg, May 16, 
1965, that subversive forces are waging a ceaseless campaign 


to foment an internal upheaval in the U. S. , whil 


w 4 V/lUVli b Mil 4.11 V VA A M 4.

The article stated that WALKER emphasized that the 
greatest threat to the nation’s survival is internal. 

WALKER, according to the article, said that the conspiracy 
which exists has penetrated all segments of national life, 
including the schools and even the churches in some cases. 

WALKER said that more than 100 Federal attorneys have been 
working in Mississippi for months, trying to obtain evidence 
which could be used to disrupt the orderly processes of the 
State government. WALKER said that the communist axis now 
extends from Washington to Moscow to all sections of the 0. S.

J. B. DENNIS, 2653 South Cockrell Hill Road, Dallas, made a telephone 
call to JERALD WALRAVEN, 125 West 8th Street, Dallas. DENNIS told 
WALRAVEN he was unable to attend the meeting (of the American Nazi 
Party (ANP>) that day because 'tod previous plans to attend a 
Camp Fire Girls’ picnic with hij^ ikfeildren. DENNIS also told him 
he had misplaced his membership ‘supplication form (for ANP). He 
told WALRAVEN that after it had been notarized, he obtained the 
necessary photographs of himself and had laid the application up 
at his home to be that when he started to get it to mail 

it, he could not fiml It* WALRAVEN told DENNIS that was no problem;

DENNIS indicated he would write to ANP headquarters for 
the duplicate application. 

Informant further stated that J. B. DENNIS, Dallas, on 
4/28/65, prepared a letter to ANP headquarters, Arlington, Virginia, 
asking for duplicate m©f|p?rsh ip application explaining that he had 
misplaced the one he 9**&*iously had prepared. DENNIS mailed that 
letter to ANP headquarters or* 4/29/85,. 

Informant stated that WAl*RAVEN at about 6:45 PM, 

Monday, April 26, 1965, telephoned the residence of j, B. DENNIS, 
Dallas, and left word with Mrs. DEHHIS for her husband to call 
WALRAVEN . When DENNIS arrived Borne t-h®t night, about 7:00 PM, he 
learned of that message, and shortly thereafter, telephoned WALRAVEN 
who told him that there would bo a meeting that evening at 8:00 PM 
at the home of ROBERT and MAR t SUKKgf, Dallas; that Colonel WELCH, 
who is next in command under Colon©! ROCKWELL (of American Nazi 
Party, Arlington, Virginia) was in Dallas and would be at the SURREY 
residence that night. WALRAVEN urged DENNIS to attend if possible. 
DENNIS told him he would probably be late, but would try to be there. 

Informant advised a meeting of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
was held on the evening of 4/26/65, at the home of ROBERT and MARY 
SURREY, 3506 Lindenwood, Dallas, which began at about 8:00 PM. Ap- 
proximately 28 to 30 persons were present, which included Mr. and 
Mrs. SURREY, Colonel WELCH of ANP headquarters, Arlington, Virginia, 
VANCE , J. B, DENNIS, JIMMY , (who had been arrested in 

Dallas with LEE CARPENTER, Sunday ,^3714765) , JERALD WALRAVEN, a young 

fellow named MORRIS, AL GRAY, LEE CARPENTER, CHARLES (an 

employee of t”fie telephone company ill Dallas), and a couple (Spanish 
or Cuban persons, man being one-eyed, and almost blind in the other, 
whose wife appeared to be 32-35 years of age, and apparently very 
intelligent . ) 

Colonel WELCH made a talk outlining the progress of the 
ANP, stating what it is doing and why it must continue. He said 
the reason for the existence of ANP is to keep the American white 
race from being destroyed. WELCH had some praise for ADOLF HITLER, 
saying HITLER reali-^sd ..fcfee predicament Germany and Europe was getting

into because of over-population of Jews that were running everything, 
and that HITLER foresaw survival of the people by ridding that 
country of Jews. WALRAVEN said the same thing needed to be done in 
the United States and that the same problem exists, and that the 
Jews are set out to destroy the American white race (by mixing whites 
with others.) He said this will be overcome in the United States, 
but it might not be in "our life time". 

After WELCH finished talking to the group in the den at 

the residence, VANCE took over and talked for a few minutes. 

He told everyone about a three-day stopover, he; had recently had 
at Arlington, Virginia, visiting ANP Headquarters, observing and 
being shown around. VANCE described what he saw at the barracks, 
told about the discipline and dedication of the men there. He 
mentioned that he, while there, had driven a Volkswagen bus and 
had let out some troopers at certain places and had picked up others. 
Exactly what activity he had participated in in that regard was not 
clear. Following VANCE’s discussion to the 28 or 30 persons present 
in the den, coffee was served to the group. 

VANCE, thereafter, took some of those present to the front 
room of the residence and gave a discussion. VANCE there talked to 

JERALD WALRAVEN, MORRIS, J. B. DENNIS, the above-mentioned 

Spanish or Cuban couple, and two or three others, names unknown. 

VANCE , WALRAVEN, and MORRIS appeared to be the group 

leaders of ANP, Dallas. WELCH sat in on that discussion by VANCE. 
WELCH then told those in that room about how to organize and how to 
get out and distribute propaganda. He said the object is to con- 
centrate on a small direct item in preparing propaganda; to make 
a brief and to-the-point statement as "Communism is Jewish". He 
said picket boards and pamphlets should be brief and to the point 
and dramatic. He gave instructions on picketing, stating that 
pickets should space themselves at a nice distance away and to 
never retaliate unless life is at stake; not to hit back or strike 
back if attacked by someone, unless life is in danger. He said if 
a buddy is Stacked, that the buddy should be allowed to fight his 
own battle unless it appears he is going to get killed, in which 
event, he should be given assistance. WELCH further said the head- 
quarters in Dallas would be opening in the very near future, but he 
did not state its location nor give any dates. 

WELCH said he was overwhelmed and well pleased over the 
publicity the Dallas group had received in a few short months. He 
told those present, that in their dealings with police officers, 
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FOIA(b) (7) - 


that they should be very nice to Police Departments and to 
cooperate in every respect; that in time, the police would prove 
to be their best friends. He pointed out that in Washington, D. C., 
his organization now finds the police unconsciously taking their 
side in some situations because they know the ANP is against the 
Beatnik Communist race mixers, etc. He said, however, to not get 
too friendly with policemen. 

LEE CARPENTER had in his possession, a letter from some- 
one, believed to be some judge, stating that CARPENTER'S case had 
been dismissed (case involved distribution of ANP literature). This 
letter indicated CARPENTER'S attorney in that mater was A. V. GRANT 
of Saint Jo, Texas.

The following information was furnished on August 27, 
1965, by Dallas T-l: 

Dallas T-l advised that he recently had heard that 
there were two meetings of the above organization held at the 
home of Delbert Ray in Midlothian, Texas. Dallas T-l stated he 
had not personally attended the meetings and, therefore, did not 
know how many people were present or the dates the meetings were 
held. He said he had been told that Otto (Duke) Koling had 
attended both of the meetings. 

Dallas T-l related he heard that the discussion which 
developed at these meetings concerned the recent racial riots 
which occurred in Los Angeles, California, and the possibility 
that such riots might occur in the Dallas, Texas, area. Dallas 
T-l related that he did not know at present if any specific plans 
had been formulated concerning what steps might be taken by 
captioned organization should similar riots occur in the Dallas, 
Texas, area. 

Dallas T-l advised that other than the above meetings, 
he knew of no present plans of the group, but said he would remain 
alert for such information.

The following information is supplemental to the 
information furnished in letterhead memorandum of September 7 , 
1965. 

The following ^formation was furnished on September 21 , 
1965, by Dallas T-l: 

Dallas T-l advised that approximately 15 people had 
attended two meetings of the American Underground during the 
middle part of August, 1965, at the home of Delbert Ray in 
Midlothian, Texas. Dallas T-l stated that he had heard that 
these meetings lasted approximately one to two hours and 
.involved discussions concerning how the U. S, Government was 
infiltrated by members of the Communist Party or by individuals 
who are sympathetic to the goals of the Communist Party. 


Dallas T-l advised that at one of these meetings 
approximately one hour was spent in target or practice shooting 
with pistols by several members of the organization, Dallas T-l 
stated that he was quite certain that Otto "Duke" Koling, and 
Arthur Pollard attended both of the above meetings. Dallas T-l 
stated that he did not believe that .the group was attempting 
to recruit any additional individuals to attend meetings of the 
organization and he did not know of any plans formulated by the 
group . 


Dallas T-l advised on October 25, 1965, that activities 
have been very quiet within the organization and as far as he knew, 
no meetings have occurred since the middle of August.

Dallas T-l advised that he believed that anyone in 
the past that had been associated with or in attendance at 
any of the meetings of this organization, was now "running 
scared" due to the prior interview of one of the members by 
an Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation.

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"There were about SO orders to fill, which totaled about 
$3500. This 3uja included call contributions of which one alone 
amounted to $300. Quite a to w of the orders were for $100, 
some for $59, and they ran on down to lesser auras. 

' -About 15 of the 59 orders were from Chicago and 
that area. It is believed the one $300 contribution case 
from Eattoor, , Illinois. 

"Alvin Cray showed up during the evening to help. 

"They were very short on literature because there woe 
a loss by Roadway Express of a large amount of literature. 

There was a large stack of orders unfilled because of the lack 
of literature to send out. 

"During the evening a bank statement of the AJ3P on the 
Hillcresfc State- Bank, Bailee, was observed. Hxls was postmarked 
i» September, 1069, and showed the balance to be $484. 

"The bulk of the orders had gone first to Arlington, 
Virginia, some directly to the AKP box, P.9. Box 22971, in 
Dallas. Surrey and Rockwell apparently handle all the raoney, 
taking it out of the envelopes aad then sending the orders 
and envelopes on to Dallas business headquarters for filling, 
according to what Mary Surrey said. Surrey is now in Chicago 
helping Rockwell. 

"The literature shipped out and on hand consisted of 
Rockwell Reports, tho Store Trooper, and miscellaneous items 
of ASP literature. 

"Mary Surrey asked Keeton to take the orders 
downtown and mail them, and also gave him a key to P.9. Box 
592 at the main Post Office, which is under the name of 
’Creative Arts,’ and is rented ay the Surreys. She also gave 
him a key to Box 22071 at Terra Inal Annex. Keeton picked up about 
59 pieces of moil from the boxes and took them to Mary Surrey.

SA LARRY RIEGLE, DCASR, Dallas, Tex. advised that one of 
his employees had just told him about a certain telephone 
(521-3332) which when called is a recording starting out 
"WALKER - DALLAS' 1 , then continues for approximately two or 
three minutes, concerning various political ramblings, which 
pertain to the possible impeachment of President NIXON, and 
which -do not make a lot of sense. RIEGLE stated he was just 
passing this on for general intelligence information, and 
that he was going to instruct DCASR employees to stop using , 
Govt, telephones to listen to such ramblings. 

On instant date writer dialed this number (521-3332) 
and discovered it to be political ramblings as above, and 
above information was then relayed to MRS. C. R. WHITE, 

U. S. Secret Service, x^ho stated she would immediately 
relay it to SA GEORGE CHANEY, but she thought they had 
already heard about Gen. WALKER' s tape, and that USSS would 
handle any indicated investigation.
